Introduction 

by John Earl Pickering, M.D. 


Most likely you first bought a computer when you realized how it— 
and its available software—could help you organize and perform every¬ 
day chores. As you’ve already discovered, personal computers are like 
valets that can add extra hours of free time to our days and weeks. They 
can balance our checkbooks, regulate the temperature in our homes, 
brew our coffee in the morning, remind us of important appointments 
and anniversaries, and even perform as challenging chess opponents. 

Then you probably learned BASIC and started to write your own in¬ 
structions for the computer: simple subroutines and short graphics 
screens at first, mastering subtleties as you learned how to exploit your 
hardware's capabilities to satisfy your own needs and creativity. 

Chances are, too, that you outgrew your original computer system 
and traded up, learning new languages and procedures. This is what led 
to our own almost-accidental entry into free-lance programming. 

When I became a department head, one of my first headaches was 
the chronic backlog of paperwork, particularly in workload reporting. 
Both I and my bosses require fast and accurate workload reports so 
that time-critical tasks can be scheduled and completed as needed. 

About the time 1 got my first Apple, I realized that a central process¬ 
ing unit (CPU) with a terminal at each work station would allow col¬ 
leagues to streamline paperwork by just typing information on the 
screen, which displays the appropriate blank "form,” and then entering 
it into the CPU, which assigns it a number and files it correctly. 

Once the information is on the disk, the CPU does all the organizing, 
analyzing, report-compilation and typing—all the non-thinking drudg¬ 
ery that used to mean costly mistakes and wasted hours. The happy 
result: We now spend our time completing the work, rather than the 
paperwork. Efficiency is way up, costs are way down—and the boss can 
actually leave at five o'clock some Fridays! 
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THE SOFTWARE WRITER'S MARKETPLACE 


A few months after the software was in place and working well, I 
was infuriating Dennis by telling him all about it for the eighty-seventh 
time. "Listen,” he said curtly, "If it's so damned good, why don’t you sell 
it?” 

"I don't know anything about that,” was my sparkling reply. "Why 
don’t you sell it?” 

"Okay,” he replied. "Show me what it does and how it does it.” 

Our first step was essentially what you will read in the chapter on 
writing users’ instructions. After two or three such go-rounds, Dennis 
prepared the users' instructions, 1 made a few minor changes and addi¬ 
tions to the software, and we were ready to go. 

I knew that the American Society of Clinical Pathologists (ASCP) was 
marketing software, so we contacted them, and they expressed an in¬ 
terest. Along came their guidelines; back went our package, and soon 
we received a list of changes that they wanted and a contract for exclu¬ 
sive marketing rights with 20% royalties on the retail price. 

For several reasons, we declined to sign. First, we didn't believe 
that their marketing efforts were aggressive enough. Second, we began 
to realize that merely by changing terminology, our package could be 
adapted and used by any number of different industries. We didn’t 
want to commit ourselves to an exclusive agreement and miss the op¬ 
portunity of exploiting all our possible markets. 

We put their offer on hold and began contacting other companies 
until we received what we wanted—namely, several non-exclusive mar¬ 
keting agreements from industry-specific publishers and distributors. 
Each company markets its own version of our software package under 
its own "authorship.” In other words, Company A will market a version 
for medical laboratories, for example, under the trade name of "The 
Lab Reporter From Company A.” Under our various agreements, each 
company has the right, during the agreement’s life, to claim exclusive 
authorship for the version it’s marketing, much in the same way a super¬ 
market chain will sell its house brands, which actually are manufactured 
by another company entirely. 

The reasons why software companies may want to buy non¬ 
exclusive rights are few and simple. First, a company may specialize in 
one or two industries—for instance, insurance, manufacturing, or 
hospitals. They don’t care if you’re selling your package somewhere 
else, or that it’s being sold by some other software company—as long as 
it’s to other non-competing markets (and as long as you allow them to 
claim authorship for the life of the agreement). 

Second, non-exclusive rights usually go for a lower royalty percent¬ 
age than do exclusive rights. But with a package that’s applicable to a 
number of different non-competing markets, non-exclusive is the way 
for authors to go. Obviously, it’s better to sell something ten times for 
ten percent than once for fifty percent. 

But why would a hardware manufacturer like IBM buy non-exclu- 
sive rights? Because, simply, they are looking to the future. The more 
packages that are widely available for IBM’s hardware, the more hard¬ 
ware they will sell. It is in their interest, then, to market PC software 
themselves, and to ensure that the same software is available through 
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as many other marketing outlets as possible. 

This strategy, we believe, will prove to be one of the chief factors in 
IBM's ultimate dominance of the field. When the software for their hard¬ 
ware matches Apple’s in variety and number, IBM will own the market. 

Our workload reporting package is, as far as we can determine, 
unique. Bur our grades-reporting and analysis disk "for teachers with 
Apples” is another story. 

Besides being Chief of Pathology and Director of Laboratories at 
Underwood Memorial Hospital, I also teach from time to time at Tem¬ 
ple University School of Medicine. Year after year, the worst part of 
teaching has been the week between completion of exams and the due 
date for grades reporting. Any teacher knows what I mean: differing 
test and assignment weights, class standings, missed assignments that 
should or shouldn’t count—any number of variables and exceptions 
that must be considered for each student and each class. All this makes 
for twenty-eight-hour days and an unending string of Excedrin 
Headaches—fighting for the numbers to come out right and for your 
sanity, but not necessarily in that order. 

A few grades packages were on the market, and I tried several of 
them. Each had fine features, all were a great help, but none did the 
whole job. So, we wrote one that does the whole job, for up to eight 
classes of 50 students, each with 20 graded tests and assignments. All 
the instructor has to do is enter the raw scores and the percentage 
weight of each test or assignment. The software does the rest, from bell 
curves to final grades, and with menus as uncomplicated as a hotdog 
stand's. 

Craig Smith, a good friend and neighbor and a social studies 
teacher at Philadelphia’s Olney High School, used the program for a 
semester with perfect results. So did I, with no headaches, and no in¬ 
sanity. 

Rather than selling the marketing rights to a software company, 
Dennis and I decided to take the plunge and market the grading pro¬ 
gram ourselves by mail order. This turned out to be a costly mistake, 
because neither of us were very experienced in running such an opera¬ 
tion. So we took our lumps, learned from our experience, and are now 
negotiating with software companies interested in the package. We fully 
expect it to do well in the right hands. 

We also now sell hardware, software, and peripherals at Picur Pro¬ 
fessional Computers, our retail store in Turnersville, New Jersey. As an 
outgrowth of our shop and our software-development experience, we 
also are doing an increasing amount of consulting. 

In some ways, it seems like centuries ago when I bought my first 
micro; in others, it was just yesterday. 

Our success secrets are the same as anyone else’s: we found a field 
that to us is more play than work, and then worked—or rather 
played—long and hard nurturing and caring for it. We didn’t wait for op¬ 
portunities to come along. We went out and found or made them for 
ourselves. And all along, the "open-sesame” of those opportunities has 
been to provide people with what they need at eminently fair prices. 

First, last, and always—consider your users first. 


It Won’t Sell Unless 
It’s Salable 


We’ve noticed a funny thing about a program that com¬ 
putes East Coast tide tables from Baltimore to Boston—no¬ 
body in Arizona wants it! Four out of five desert-dwellers 
agree it’s a nifty, fascinating piece of work and praise its func¬ 
tions, ease of operation, and clear documentation. But no 
thank you, five out of five don't need it just now. 

If your software doesn’t fill a need, it’s not salable. So before 
you ship it off to a megadozen companies, you’ve got to con¬ 
duct basic market research, which is fast, easy, and free 
(unless you do it by phone). 

Suppose you’re a widgeteer working in the handle-test¬ 
ing department of a broom factory, and you’ve come up with 
an idea for a package that could save you eight hours’ work 
per month. You write the software and try it out on the job. 
After debugging and a couple of changes, it runs like a ’ Vette 
in the passing lane. What’s more, with just a few minor term 
variations in the documentation, your fellow widgeteers in 
other industries will find it just as useful. 

Next step—go to your friendly neighborhood library and 
collar the reference librarian with the question, "How many 
widgeteers are employed nationally?’’ 

The librarian will introduce you to the U.S. Department of 
Labor’s Occupational Outlook Handbook. As the title implies, this 
book’s primary purpose is prognostication, but it also has the 
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information you’re after—the number of widgeteers em¬ 
ployed in the U.S. 

If the OOH predicts a rosy future for widgeteers, you can 
use that information to suggest long-range, growing sales 
when you contact your target companies. 

If you can’t find a copy of the OOH, you can get even 
more up-to-date numbers by writing or calling (we strongly 
suggest the latter) the Occupational Outlook Division of the 
Office of Employment Structure and Trends, Room 2913A, 
441 G Street N.W., Washington, DC 20212. (202) 523-9271. 
Whoever you reach will be able to cite the latest available in¬ 
formation, often as recent as the previous week or month. 

Of course, statistics concerning occupations won't apply 
to all software packages. You may need to determine the 
number of specific companies and concerns, such as florists, 
grocers, or advertising agencies, or of groups of people, like 
pet owners or model-railroad hobbyists. 

The fastest and easiest way to get this information is 
through a national mailing-list company. Call and ask if they 
have a list targeted to your group and, if they do, the total na¬ 
tional number it encompasses. 

If they can’t or won’t help you, then it’s back to Uncle 
Sam. This time, consult the Census Bureau’s book, U.S. Statisti¬ 
cal Abstracts, which should be available in your local library. If 
the category you’re interested in isn’t covered, query the 
Decennial Census Division, Bureau of the Census, Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, Room 1121 FB4, Washington, DC 20233. 
(301) 899-7600. 

If you still can’t get the information you need, try a De¬ 
partment of Commerce expert in the specific industry, popu¬ 
lation segment, or economic sector you’re researching. 

For industry, address your query to the Director, Bureau 
of Industrial Economics, Department of Commerce, Room 
2111, Washington, DC 20230. (202) 377-1405. If you call, tell 
the staffer the industry you’re interested in and ask for the ap¬ 
propriate specialist, if it’s banking, for example, you’ll be 
transferred to Wray Candilis (whose direct line is (202) 
566-3435). 

Economists—such as Vincent C. Finelli, who specializes in 
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computer systems and services, or Henry Townsend, eco¬ 
nomic growth—can be contacted at the Bureau of Economic 
Analysis, Department of Commerce, Washington, DC 20230. 
(202) 523-0777. Finelli’s direct line is (202) 523-0981, and 
Townsend’s is (202) 523-0508. 

For census-data experts, such as Edward Fernandez, the 
Spanish-population specialist, (301) 763-5219, contact the 
Bureau of the Census, U.S. Department of Commerce, Wash¬ 
ington, DC 20233. (301) 763-5190. 

The Department of Commerce also provides user assis¬ 
tance in its regional offices: Atlanta (404) 881-2271; Boston 
(617) 223-2327; Charlotte, NC(704) 371-6142; Chicago (312) 
353-6251; Dallas (214) 767-0638; Denver (303) 234-3924; 
Detroit (313) 226-7742; Kansas City, KS (816) 374-4601; Los 
Angeles (213) 824-7317; New York (212) 264-3860; 
Philadelphia (215) 597-4920; Seattle (206) 442-7800. 

Other sources of trade, professional, and industrial statis¬ 
tics include unions, chambers of commerce, professional and 
occupational associations, industry organizations and cooper¬ 
atives, manufacturers’ groups, and advertising/public rela¬ 
tions councils. 

The importance of determining the size of your software’s 
potential market can’t be underrated—for several reasons. 

First, you may discover before you’ve done a lot of work 
that the market just isn’t big enough to bother with. Converse¬ 
ly, it could be so big that it justifies dropping other projects 
and concentrating exclusively on the hot one. 

Second, your target companies will know at a glance 
whether your package will fit into their present or contemplat¬ 
ed marketing approach. 

And perhaps most importantly, attention to such impor¬ 
tant details is a benchmark of thorough professionalism. In 
any business, it’s the pros who get the assignments and the 
work. It’s the pro’s submission that’s chosen over a similar 
package from an obvious amateur. 






Program Design and 
Usability 


Salability is the most important criterion for the software 
you expect to sell to companies. But to be salable, the pack¬ 
age must be usable. It may be true that half a million people in 
your field could save hundreds of work-hours each with your 
breakthrough program. However, they must be able to save 
that time in fact as well as in theory. 

Your software may work very well for you, but you may 
be too close to it to notice its subtle flaws or be bothered by its 
irksome quirks. All of which must be ironed out before you 
send it out, and the process must start before you punch out the 
first line of code. 

Begin by writing a series of questions and answers. Ques¬ 
tion One: What is the program ’s function? Answer: It compiles 
workload reports for medical labs. Question Two: What must 
the software do first? Answer: Display the primary menu. 

This process, starting with overall function and proceed¬ 
ing step-by-step to END, will give you a solid working base. 
And from that base, you can efficiently build a top-down, in¬ 
dependent-module program. 

Jot down your comments, thoughts, and observations at 
each step along your outline. As a backup to your final docu¬ 
mentation, they may prove precious when an undetected 
bug shows up a year down the line. (By the way, you'll be 
obliged to catch those bugs, because most companies insist in 
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their contracts that you provide maintenance and support.) 

When you think you’ve covered everything, put your out¬ 
line and notes away for a few days, then haul them out for a 
fresh look. With a critical eye, you’ll be able to spot bigger po¬ 
tential bugs and inconsistencies. When you eliminate or revise 
them, take notes on what you found and how you fixed it, for 
both future maintenance and discussion with your publisher. 
("I tried that, but it didn’t work because of_”) 

Again, put your material out of sight and mind for a bit. 
When you return to it, ask yourself if the proposed program 
takes full advantage of your hardware’s capabilities and nifty 
features. 

But be very careful. While companies add bonus points 
for packages that creatively utilize a machine’s unique poten¬ 
tials, inappropriate bells, whistles, and handstands lose even 
more. For example, an alternating-color flashing prompt may 
be just the thing for calling your users’ attention to critical en¬ 
tries before they’re committed to input. ("You want 25.3185 en¬ 
tered as value B.’ If correct, please press Y.’ If not, please 
press N’.”) 

The last thing you want to do here is to configure the en¬ 
tire message as an alternating-color flasher. That will send 
both you and your users to the ophthalmologist within a 
week. But you could put an attention-getter ("Input decision. 
Please check. ”) in the upper left-hand corner. That would cer¬ 
tainly be noticed—and appreciated—without being bother¬ 
some. 

It goes without saying that you should be familiar and 
comfortable with your hardware system’s range of capabili¬ 
ties and unique features. Spend time brushing up on them. 
Then try out some I-wonder-what-would-happen-if? ideas. 

Now you’re ready to tighten and polish your outline, writ¬ 
ing it in working form. Next, start coding and check each mod¬ 
ule as you go along. Does it do what it’s supposed to, with no 
hitches? Continue keeping detailed notes and comments for 
documentation and users' instructions. 

No matter how careful your planning, the first time you 
run the entire program you’ll find lots of surprises and chal¬ 
lenges (make that ambushes and muggings). You probably 
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know what you’ll have to do next—fix what you can, and 
chuck what you can’t. If you’ve proceeded as we suggest, 
however, the process will be miles easier and faster. Just re¬ 
member to keep making detailed notes. 

As you construct and test, the most important questions 
at each step are: "Is there a simpler way to do this?” and "Can I 
make this easier, faster, and/or clearer for my users?” 

Bit by bit, you will develop a program that performs con¬ 
sistently and as advertised—for you, at least. As you did with 
your outline, put the program out of sight and mind for a few 
days. 

When you return to it, assume that it was ' 'written by an 
idiot who could be relied upon to make the most elementary 
of mistakes,” as John Prenis says in his excellent book, The 
Computer Dictionary. Run and critique your program with a skep¬ 
tical eye and a reptilian heart. Be ever-ready to pounce upon 
and either correct or remove the slightest of glitches—and 
continue with your notes! 

After just a few such go-rounds, the program will finally 
be ready for its first test flight by someone else. This will elimi¬ 
nate a few more bugs (if any remain), help you super-tune the 
software, and almost painlessly help you write clear, profes¬ 
sional instructions. Here is your final checklist: 

•Top-down structure and development. 

•Complete comments throughout. 

•Consistent performance. 

•Each module as independent as possible. 

•Thoroughly consistent commands and functions. 

•Complete and simple menus and screens. 

• Fail-safe error recovery. 

•Thorough tests with erroneous data. 

•Sample data prepared for test-user and instructions. 

And finally, before letting your test-user or anyone else 
get within twenty miles of your disks, 

•Make plenty of hack-ups! 





Writing Professional-Quality 
Users’ Instructions: 

Yes, You Can! 


Even if a company accepts your software unaccompanied 
by instructions, or with inadequate instructions, it’s just about 
certain that you’ll receive far less money for it. IBM, the indus¬ 
try giant, even says so in its guidelines package. 

Are you apprehensive about your ability to produce pro¬ 
fessional-quality instructions? If so, you may be a victim of the 
myth that programmers are poor writers. Sadly, this myth is 
perpetuated by the fact that most users’ instructions are 
poorly written, unnecessarily complicated, and about as use¬ 
ful as a wet match in a hurricane. 

We believe this is because most programmers convince 
themselves that they can’t produce the product well, even be¬ 
fore they try. The result: instructions are viewed—and there¬ 
fore written—as an incidental poor relation to the software. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. Clear, logical, and 
usable instructions are as important as the software they ac¬ 
company. And when done very well, they make users feel like 
monarchs, and programmers look like magi. They expand 
everyone’s horizons and capabilities—and, not unimportant¬ 
ly, your bank balance. 

So let’s get to it together on a positive, friendly note. 
You’ve written a clear, logical, and usable program, haven’t 
you? And because it’s your creation, you know all there is to 
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know about it. Now it’s just a matter of showing and telling 
someone who has little or no computer knowledge what your 
software can do, and how he or she can get it to do those 
things. 

Recruit a friend for an evening (offer bribes, if necessary). 
With a tape recorder at hand, sit yourselves down and, in 
general terms, tell your friend (or bribee, as the case may be) 
what the software does and how it does it. 

If at any point your friend says he or she’s lost (or even 
just seems to be), clear up the confusion and answer all ques¬ 
tions clearly and understandably before going on. One ob¬ 
vious and useful effect of this: you’ll replace jargon and 
unclear language with words and phrases that all your users 
can understand. (More on that later.) 

Next, show your friend how to insert and start (not "boot 
up”) the diskette. (For the sake of your tape recording, tell as 
you show.) Continue to expect and look for signs of confusion, 
clearing up questions to your friend’s full satisfaction before 
going on. 

Now, with your friend in the pilot's seat, run through the 
entire program, function by function and module by module. 
Start with menu one, choice one, demonstrating and clarify¬ 
ing as you go along. If you’ve written the software with your 
users uppermost in mind, your friend should have little troub¬ 
le putting it through its paces. 

In fact, the only confusion that will probably arise will 
center around jargon and terminology used in your screens 
and instructions. Consider, if you will, these lines: 

Once upon instructions dreary 

1 did ponder, and grow weary. 

Inspired by Edgar Allan Poe, the master of melancholy, 
they come close to capturing the depressing question voiced 
by so many users—Where’s the instruction manual for the in¬ 
struction manual? 

It’s no surprise, then, that such things really exist. Indeed, 
users’ manuals for users’ manuals are big business. A cursory 
glance at any bookshop’s computer shelves will prove it. 

The purpose of writing is to convey ideas, statements, or 
thoughts to others in a clear, understandable way. To do so is 
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impressive, laudable—and worth money in your pocket. 

Everyone knows you’re highly conversant in all types and 
manner of computer language, terms, jargon, slang, and sun¬ 
dry other inside stuff. If you weren't, you couldn’t have 
created the fine program that multitudes will be buying from 
you. But remember, very few from those multitudes are pro¬ 
grammers—just as very few folks who buy and drive cars are 
mechanics. 

The sole purpose of your users’ manual, then, is to ex¬ 
plain and clarify. Using jargon, when a friendly five-cent word 
or phrase will work as well, will only baffle and frustrate those 
who ultimately pay you—your users. 

Moreover, a lot of people still aren’t totally comfortable 
using computers at all. They may be just the ones who see 
your package, feel it could be useful and, on that basis, con¬ 
sider taking the big plunge. But if your instructions don ’t make 
them feel welcome, comfortable, and in control, they may 
decide to hold out for another ten years. 

So to increase your stock with users, and with companies 
to which you'll be submitting your package, say what you 
mean in a way everyone can understand. We recommend that 
you drag out the instructions that accompanied the first 
packages you bought. Look at the ones you liked from the 
first. They’re clear, simple, and conversational, aren't they? 
And the ones you didn't like are probably ambiguous, com¬ 
plicated, and peppered with jargon. 

Want to see examples of good users’ instructions? Get 
your mitts on any of the Perfect Software manuals. Or read 
the instructions for any IBM-marketed package for the PC. To 
help you make your instructions and screens even more 
friendly, a list of common no-nos and their preferred 
substitutes (cited from our survey of companies) appears at 
the end of this chapter. 

But for now, let's get back to your friend, who is just 
finishing his or her first go-round with the program. 

After completing the run, keep your tape recorder run¬ 
ning and ask for general comments. Is the overall reaction 
positive or negative? Did some parts (modules) seem to be in 
the wrong place? Did anything make him or her feel uncom- 
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fortable—or helpless? Could he or she have used more or 
clearer help and error screens? Should "Need help? Press 
(key] ’ ’ appear at any spots, or more often? Where? Would it 
be helpful to add more on-line instructions? (This allows your 
users to get instant aid without going to large menus or 
screens or, worse yet, having to commute constantly between 
manual and keyboard.) 

When you’ve completed this process, you’ll have a taped 
record of everything you need to write your instructions. It 
may very well help you make your software more usable and 
attractive to your users, no matter what their expertise. 

When you listen to your tape for the first time, jot down 
the main and sub-headings for all the points you’ll need to dis¬ 
cuss or explain. For example, if "Prepares variable-tolerance 
reports for widgeteers” is the main heading under "Program 
functions,’’ sub-headings may include, "'By department,” "By 
materials,” "By shipment number,” and so forth. Under "Get¬ 
ting started” may be "Inserting and starting the diskette’ ’ and 
"Selecting the desired function.” 

At this point, don’t worry about grammar or precise 
order. Just jot down in a word or phrase all the major and 
minor points that must be covered in your instructions. After 
you’ve gotten all of them, transfer each to its own 3" by 5" in¬ 
dex card. 

Your next step is to construct an outline. Here’s one that 
will help you develop a workable outline suitable to your soft¬ 
ware: 

1. Introduction 

2. Program functions 

3. Getting started: 

How to load the diskette 
Signing on 

4. How to run the program 

5. How to stop the program: 

When you’ve finished 
Before you’ve finished 

6. How to correct mistakes when an error message 
appears 
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7. Screens and messages: 

When and under what circumstances they appear 

8. Sample entry data (input) and reports (output) 

9. All commands (list and explain) 

10. Glossary (should be very short or non-existent!) 

11. Index 


When you've constructed your outline, the index cards 
will almost find their own way into it. Just mark each with its 
applicable outline number, put each of the same outline num¬ 
ber into logical sequence, and assign sub-numbers. 

For example, if you have four cards pertinent to the sixth 
section of your outline, number them 6.1, 6.2, 6.3, and 6.4. 

Now listen to your tape again. Copy from it all the infor¬ 
mation you need for your instructions, card by card and start¬ 
ing with a word-for-word transcription. When you’ve fin¬ 
ished, you’ll have a completed, logically organized first draft of 
your instructions. 

All that remains now is to check spelling, grammar, and 
punctuation; delete redundant and unnecessary material; 
and tighten and polish. 

As a final check, here are the most common user-instruc¬ 
tions failings, according to Ron Harris of Texas Instruments: 

-Inability to quickly find what you’re looking for. 

-Need to continually reference back and forth. 

-Lack of clear continuity. 

-Failure to STRESS important points. 

-Vague, obscure, technical, and/or wordy language. 

-A program that doesn’t work as explained. 

When you’ve finished, walk away from your work for two 
or three days, then take a fresh look. If this objective and crit¬ 
ical examination fails to turn up any faults, then you may con¬ 
gratulate yourself for having produced professional-quality 
users’ instructions. If the work needs a little fixing, fix it—then 
GOTO "... you may congratulate yourself. . . 

Almost every company will write—or help you write—the 
instructions. But as we said up front, the lack of instructions 
will lessen your software’s chances of being accepted. And 
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even if it is accepted, you will get less money for it. 

Additionally, whether or not it’s bought, software submit¬ 
ted with professional-quality instructions can ’t help but attract 
the avid attention of people who run the business. Quality 
work—whether or not it fits a company ’s needs—is almost al¬ 
ways passed through the initial screening process and up to 
Those Who Matter. Even if they don’t accept your submitted 
package, they may have an undeveloped idea or two waiting 
to be assigned to a dependable pro like you. Or they may 
even tap you to write users’ instructions. At the very least, 
they will be eager to see more of your work, and will gladly tell 
you what types of software they ’re especially interested in at 
the moment. 

Multiply that attention by the number of companies to 
which you submit your package, and you’ll have an idea how 
quickly you could become noticed—and well-noted—in the 
industry for fine-quality work. And wouldn’t that make your 
efforts more than worthwhile? 

Given the sorry state of most instructions, you’re easily 
capable of writing ones miles above the norm. Just follow our 
suggestions, modifying them for your own comfortable use, 
and your manual will be every bit as good—and salable—as 
your software. 

Now here’s that list of words and terms to avoid, and 
their industry-suggested substitutes.

Copyrighting Your 
Computer Program, 

by Richard B. Marrin, Member,

Copyrighting your computer program is not overly diffi¬ 
cult, time-consuming, or expensive. In fact, the government 
has reduced the process to a simple set of paperwork and has 
made available an impressive and comprehensive set of 
guidelines with several update circulars. 

The first two questions that leap to most people’s minds 
are "What is a copyright?’’ and "Do I need one?’’ I’ll try to an¬ 
swer both questions, as well as outline the requirements for 
obtaining a copyright, who can apply for one, what to do with 
it once you’ve got it, and the costs involved. Of course, certain 
copyright applications often require legal assistance; and so 
the overview of copyright law in this chapter is not intended to 
be a substitute for legal counsel, but is only intended as a 
starting place in most copyright situations. When in doubt, 
consult a lawyer. 

A copyright is a form of protection given by United States 
law to authors of literary, dramatic, musical, artistic, and other 
intellectual works, including computer programs. Circular 61 
issued by the Copyright Office defines a computer program as 
’ "a set of statements or instructions to be used directly or indi¬ 
rectly in a computer in order to bring about a certain result. 

When a person obtains a copyright for his program, the 
law grants him certain exclusive rights, such as the right to 
print, reprint, and copy the work, and to sell or distribute 
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copies of it. Under the old copyright law, authors who "pub¬ 
lished” their work without copyright protection ran the risk of 
losing the prior exclusive control they previously had over 
their unpublished material. Today, the sanction for not obtain¬ 
ing a copyright is not as onerous, but filing for a copyright is 
still most emphatically recommended. Under the new law, 
copyright is secured immediately upon the program’s crea¬ 
tion (i.e., when it is fixed in a copy for the first time). Neverthe¬ 
less, the person who files a copyright notice still occupies a sig¬ 
nificantly more secure legal position, should any dispute later 
arise as to ownership or use infringement of the program. 

Note that the definition of" "copyright’ ’ above refers to the 
"author” of the copyright. Only the author (or those deriving 
rights through him) can rightfully claim copyright. Usually, 
when someone rents or leases your program on a fee basis, 
he is not purchasing the copyright. That remains with the 
author, barring any agreement or unusual situation to the con¬ 
trary. But when someone hires an author to develop a pro¬ 
gram—either as an employee or otherwise—the employer, 
and not the author, is normally by law considered to be the 
owner of the copyright—again, barring agreements to the 
contrary. Before you decide to copyright a program, you must 
make sure that you have a right to do so, or else you might 
find yourself as a defendant in some legal action by another 
who’s seeking all your profits, plus other damages. 

But if you are the owner of the program, you should copy¬ 
right your work. The question then is: Can you copyright 
every good thing you develop, or even think of? And if so, 
how? 

To answer the first question, not everything can be copy¬ 
righted. "Ideas” cannot be copyrighted, for example—nor 
can program logic, algorithms, systems, methodic concepts, 
or layouts. Only the literary or textual expression contained in 
the computer program—and in most cases, the computer 
program itself—can be copyrighted. 

Let’s assume you have a program that meets the above 
qualifications for copyright: that you are the author or owner, 
and are eager to obtain a copyright. How do you go about it? 
The answer is simple: You fill out an application. The form isn’t 
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long or complicated, and the accompanying instructions are 
perfectly clear. 

After you complete the application (a separate one is 
needed for each copyright), send it by ordinary First Class Mail 
to the Register of Copyrights, Library of Congress, Washing¬ 
ton, DC 20559, together with the appropriate fee, which in 
most instances involving computer software is currently 
$10.00 per copyright application. 

Along with the application and filing fee, you must also 
submit a copy of 'identifying material’' sufficient to demon¬ 
strate that your program is different than anyone else's. Such 
identifying material varies, depending on whether the identi¬ 
fying portion can be reproduced in visually perceptible form 
without the aid of a machine or device, on either paper or 
microfilm. If it can, then you send with your application the 
first 2 5 and last 2 5 pages (or equivalent units) together with 
the page or equivalent unit containing the copyright notice. 

Other rules apply if the work is published only in the form 
of machine-readable copies (such as magnetic tapes or disks 
or punched cards) from which the work cannot ordinarily be 
perceived except with the aid of a machine or device. In that 
event, the Copyright Office’s Circular 61 suggests that you use: 

(1) A notice embodied in the copies in machine-read¬ 
able form in such a manner that on visually perceptible 
printouts, it appears either with or near the title, or at 
the end of the work; 

(2) A notice that is displayed at the user’s terminal at 
sign-on; 

(3) A notice that is continuously on terminal display; or 

(4) A legible notice reproduced durably, so as to with¬ 
stand normal use, on a gummed or other label securely 
fixed to the copies or to a box, reel, cartridge, cassette, 
or other container used as a permanent receptacle for 
the copies. 

Circular 61 goes on to state that the Copyright Office be¬ 
lieves that the best representation of ownership in a com¬ 
puter program is a listing of the program in source code. If the 
owner or author cannot (or will not) supply that, then the 
Copyright Office will still accept the application—upon receipt 
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of written assurance that the work, as deposited in object 
code, contains copyrightable authorship. 

A copyright is valid until 50 years after the author’s death. 
If there is more than one author—and all authors should be 
listed on the copyright application—then the term ends 50 
years after the last author dies. If the copyright belongs not to 
the author but to the one who hired him (for example, his em¬ 
ployer), then the term is 75 years from the time the work was 
first published or 100 years from the time it was created, 
whichever term is shorter. By statute, "to publish” means dis¬ 
tributing copies to the public by sale or other transfer of own¬ 
ership or by rental, lease, or lending. 

How does the user or some layman know that the work is 
copyrighted? The author or owner' signs' ’ his work and alerts 
the public as to his exclusive interest in the program by affixing 
a copyright notice on all publicly distributed copies, within the 
United States and abroad. The correct notice should bear the 
copyright symbol (either © or the abbreviation "Copr.”), the 
year it was first published, and the name of the copyright 
owner. For example: "© 1985 John Doe.” 

Where should the notice appear on the work? There is no 
specific rule, except that it should be in such a manner and 
location as to give reasonable notice of the claim of copyright 
to any prospective user. I personally think that a copyright 
notice should appear in several places in your submis¬ 
sion-such as on the first screen that appears; in memory, 
whenever the program is running; within the first 20 lines 
when the program is printed; and on the external label of the 
diskette or cassette. When in doubt, add it once again to the 
most conspicuous spot you can think of. 

Copyrighting your product isn’t difficult or mysterious, it 
just requires a little time to prepare the application and a small 
expense for filing. But if you feel you have a valuable program, 
the protection is well worth the time and expense. 

If you need more detailed information on filing, contact 
the Copyright Office of the Library of Congress. During 
business hours, information officers will assist you at (202) 
287-8700. Ask an information officer to send you the com¬ 
plete information package, including a full set of applications 
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along with the text of the Copyright statute and an explana¬ 
tion of such specialized topics as new editions, international 
copyrights, and unpublished material. If you need only an ap¬ 
plication form (which for most computer programs is Form 
TX), call the Copyright Office’s 24-hour hotline, (202) 
287-9100. 




Company Listings, 
From A to Z 


As we observed, analyzed, and heard from software pub¬ 
lishers in the course of preparing this book, several important 
factors became clear. 

First and most obvious, the business is growing and 
changing much faster than anyone can keep track of. And 
those rates of change and growth are accelerating geometri¬ 
cally—which, for independent programmers, can be a bless¬ 
ing. Booming growth assures a shortage of qualified, talented 
independents. For those who excel, there will be too much 
work—as indeed, there already is. And for the merely ade¬ 
quate journeymen, there will still be plenty of openings. 

Nevertheless, beginning independents often put too 
much emphasis on what a company says it wants or doesn’t 
want. From our own experience, we can say that relying sole¬ 
ly on companies’ stated criteria can easily tie you into a deadly 
pattern of narrow, imitative mechanical craftsmanship. In¬ 
stead, you should be busy in applying a broad sweep of struc¬ 
tured creativity to your work. 

Yes, we still say that salability must be your first criterion. 
But when you begin creating a package that you hope to sell, 
forget salability until you have fully explored those exhila¬ 
rating waves of applied creativity and investigated all the pos¬ 
sibilities of what your new program can do. Then you can per¬ 
form your marketing research as it applies to your package’s 
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potential, not as it applies to the strictures of any given soft¬ 
ware company. 

If you approach your work in this way and keep your 
users’ needs—-rather than any company’s oft-changing and 
usually ethereal specifications—uppermost, you will succeed 
quickly and handsomely. Here, then, is a tip that applies to any 
company we know: As one of them said, "We want to see in¬ 
novative, technically excellent work that children can use and 
geniuses can enjoy.’’ 

Most companies will reply promptly to your query letters 
and requests for guidelines, but a few of those listed here will 
not get back to you for up to 26 weeks—which we think is a 
very long time to wait. Keep this rate-of-responsiveness in 
mind when you are selecting your target companies.

Submission Guidelines, 
Choosing Companies, 
and Query Letters 


No matter what any company specifies for first contact, 
we strongly urge you to request guidelines initially. First, this 
allows you to contact many companies for little more than the 
cost of round-trip postage. Remember, this is a seller’s market. 
The companies from which you request guidelines will send 
you detailed and exact procedures, forms, and information. 
(Those with no formal guidelines will usually send a letter 
outlining current needs, payment policy, and what your next 
step should be.) 

Remember, the software business is highly volatile: the 
products and lines that interest any given company can 
change instantaneously. 

And that is reason number two, as H & R Block says, to 
always make your first contact a request for guidelines. To 
stay in business, software hawkers must keep up with the 
business. They must be ready and willing to change direction 
and marketing thrust in a nanosecond or sooner. 

Third, when you request guidelines, your copy of the let¬ 
ter establishes a date and record of your first contact with the 
company. This will form the base for your business files—and 
they must be as complete and usable as your software. 

Fourth, you can request guidelines long before your work 
is completed (even before you’ve started it), which will let you 
get it circulating as soon as it’s ready. 
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Fifth, 'reading between the guidelines” will give you a 
good idea of companies’ personalities and philosophies. We 
don’t know the good people at Broderbund, for instance, but 
based on their guidelines package, we would very much like 
to work with them. 

Finally, the more guidelines packages you read, the more 
familiar you’ll become with the workings of the market as a 
whole. Besides getting to know individual companies, you’ll 
also discern similarities and common threads. This will give 
you a sixth sense for the industry, helping you to enter and 
work advantageously in it. 

Your request need be but a few courteous lines,such as: 
Dear ( ): 

Kindly send me your company’s current software- 
submission guidelines. If convenient, I would also appreciate 
a copy of your current catalog. A self-addressed, stamped 
envelope is enclosed, and I thank you for your attention. 

Sincerely yours, 

* * * 

The self-addressed, stamped envelope (SASE) should be 
business size (#10), and have enough postage for at least two 
ounces of first-class material. 

Choosing Your Target Companies 

After receiving a number of replies to your guidelines re¬ 
quests, you’ll be able to decide which companies seem best 
suited to you and your software. Some will have sent you 
what seems to be reams of material; others, no more than a 
short letter. 

Go over all the material carefully and leisurely, looking first 
for companies whose "personalities” feel comfortable to you. 
In the final analysis, mutual compatibility could count as much 
as money and terms. 

When you've digested the material, you’ll be able to spot 
companies that will be receptive to your particular package. 
Now comes the hard part—choosing among the variety of 
purchase and payment terms offered. We can tell you about 
the options and present our views, but you must make the 
final choices. 
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The Query Letter 

Suppose you're in the market for a new heating system 
for your home. Of course you’d like to hear from as many 
companies as possible, so you can better determine who 
does the best work at a fair price. 

Toward that end, you may tell your neighbors and your 
co-workers about the work you need done, and ask them to 
pass on the word to any companies they may know. They do 
just that, and soon you have received a multitude of letters, 
calls, and visits from every outfit within rumor range. 

One of your acquaintances told you that Jones does good 
work at a livable price and has been in business for more than 
20 years. Sounds good, so when Jones calls, you ask him to 
come by. 

Jones shows up a half-hour late, fresh from a job he’s work¬ 
ing on a couple of miles away. You can’t be certain because of 
the layer of soot on his face, but it looks like he hasn’t shaved 
since the last big holiday. He and his work-encrusted overalls 
sit down on your new divan, and he winds up your ear about 
the sorry state of local government, yesterday’s weather, and 
the beating he took on the commodities market. 

As an afterthought, he and his clipboard silently scan the 
work to be done. Forty-five seconds later, he tells you what 
you need and how much it will cost, dispensing with the for¬ 
mality of consulting you on your wants and needs. 

And just like that, he’s gone, leaving behind nothing more 
than a price penciled on a crumpled gum wrapper and, on 
your divan, a permanent reminder of his visit. 

Jones may very well do fine work at fair prices and have 
many years' experience. But there’s no way you’re going to 
hire him. He broke all the rules and made a rotten first impres¬ 
sion. He wasn’t even courteous. 

Your query letter is just like Jone s visit—it's a sales call on a 
company. What’s more, it has to be written just right, because 
you won’t be there to answer questions and overcome objec¬ 
tions. It stands on its own, and must briefly do the whole job for 
you. Besides being concise, it also must arouse a real interest 
in your package without disclosing exactly how it works. 
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Here are an ingredients list and a sample query letter from 
which you can devise your own: 

1. A positive opening. 

2. Your package’s general application(s) and any pertinent 
personal qualifications. 

3. Qualities that make your package different from, easier 
than, and more salable than those of the same or similar appli- 
cation(s), or, if there are none like it, its uniqueness and salabil¬ 
ity to new market segments. 

4. A paragraph stating that the entire package is completed, 
debugged, and tested, how it was tested, and the test results. 

5. A sample page from the users’ instructions that clearly 
demonstrates the professionalism of your work without disr- 
closing any nuts-and-bolts material. 

6. A courteous ending.

Knowing your company ’s reputation for fine products (one 
of my favorites is your ingenious tide-table package), I believe 
you will be interested in the package I have developed.

Two years ago 1 became Chief of Pathology and Labor¬ 
atories at a large metropolitan hospital. At that time, work¬ 
load reporting was wasting hundreds of work-hours per 
month. Despite everyone’s best efforts, the reports were in¬ 
variably riddled with omissions and mistakes. 

1 developed a workload-reporting package for my depart¬ 
ments, and it has been on-line for over a year. Our paperwork 
has been reduced to near zero. Accounting tells me that it has 
saved well over $100,000 in overtime and personnel-schedul¬ 
ing expenses alone. 
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Additionally, our two newest technicians were asked to try 
the package when they started with us, with no help except 
the instructions. Both were able to run and fully utilize the pro¬ 
gram within one day. (I enclose a sample page from the users’ 
instructions.) 

The entire package is completed and debugged, and as it 
stands will run on PC-DOS or compatible.

Contracts and 

Non-Disclosure Agreements 


No matter how simple and uncomplicated anything you 
must sign may appear, always seek legal counsel before doing so. 

First, non-disclosure agreements. As a matter of course, 
many companies enclose a pre-signed one with their guide¬ 
lines packages. In effect, this document says that the company 
agrees in advance to keep your package secret. We always in¬ 
sist on receiving a signed non-disclosure agreement before 
we send out our software. 

This by no means casts doubt on any company’s ethical 
plane of operations. It is merely intended to afford protection 
from the handful of individuals who are not above industrial 
espionage and piracy. 

For now, unfortunately, we all know that such skulldug¬ 
gery is a real problem for companies and independents alike. 
It makes eminently good sense, then, to try to lessen and 
—perhaps some day—even eliminate it. Companies that offer 
or accept non-disclosure agreements from independents are 
doing just that. We applaud them for it, and will do all we can 
to help make it standard industry practice. Toward that end, 
we urge you not to submit your software to any company 
that’s unwilling to sign or provide you with a reasonable non¬ 
disclosure agreement. 

Next, does the company purchase packages outright? Or 
does it buy certain marketing rights? If the latter is the case, 
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should you sell exclusive or non-exclusive marketing rights? 

Exclusive marketing rights means that the company alone has 
the right to sell your package, usually for a specified period of 
time. Try to get a termination clause—a provision for ending 
the agreement at either party’s request, usually with six 
months’ or a year's notice. (See Section 7 of our sample con¬ 
tract.) 

The disadvantage of selling exclusive rights is that a com¬ 
pany may be unable or unwilling to exploit the market ag¬ 
gressively and fully. As you may have guessed, this unpleasant 
possibility is usually foreseen by companies that purchase ex¬ 
clusive rights. And, as you can see in the last sentence of Sec¬ 
tion 4.2 of the contract, "The Company shall have the final 
determination of the packaging and marketing strategies to 
be followed.” 

Should they decide that their strategy will be no strategy, 
you’ll be left high, dry, and broke. Even with a termination 
clause, your package could be obsolete long before you even 
have the right to line up another company to distribute it. 

N on-exclusive marketing rights means that you may have 
other companies sell your software simultaneously. (IBM, for 
example, currently buys only non-exclusive rights for PC 
packages.) In theory, you could sell non-exclusive rights to an 
unlimited number of companies. The disadvantage—but we 
believe it is a small one—is that non-exclusive rights are 
almost always bought for a lower royalty percentage. 

Royalty is expressed as a percentage of each package 
sold, based on either the retail price, the wholesale price, or 
the company’s net receipts. 

Watch out for that last one! A net-receipt figure may very 
well turn out to be a matter of opinion, depending on whose 
accountant—yours or the company’s—figures it. Even if it’s a 
lower number, we would opt for a percentage based on 
either the retail or wholesale selling price, in that order. 

You’ll notice in Section 5.2 of the contract that the reader 
is referred to an appendix of the contract for an actual royalty 
figure. This is a loud and clear message that the figure is wide 
open for negotiation. Go for a number higher than that first of¬ 
fered! 

You may be offered an advance against your royalties. 
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Let’s say you get a thousand-dollar advance against your 
royalties. Also assume that the royalties are ten percent of fif¬ 
ty dollars, the package's retail price. Your royalty income on 
each package sold, then, is five dollars. So your grand-in¬ 
advance is, in reality, prepayment of royalties on the first two 
hundred packages sold. In effect, then, an advance against 
royalties is an interest-free loan against future sales. Get it if 
you can. (And you’ll never know if you can unless you ask!) 

If the company is really excited about your package, or if 
you objectively know it’s an especially hot one, angle for cash 
up front that won't be applied against your royalties. The worst 
they can do is say no—or possibly chuckle patronizingly. 

Finally, after you’ve negotiated your deal, and it’s time to 
sign your name to the papers (we always use our lucky 
crayon), have an attorney look everything over. The relatively 
small investment made at this point could mean thousands 
later, in both money realized and grief avoided. 

T he Contract's Important Sections 
Although the sample contract text following this section is 
typical, it is crucial to realize right up front that all contracts are 
as different as fingerprints. And, too, none of this is intended 
as legal advice. For that, you must always consult an attorney. 

Our purpose here is to point out important and/or signifi¬ 
cant sections to us, as business people and as software-pack- 
age authors. 

That said, let’s get right to it. 

First, Section 2. In this sample contract, here is where the 
rights being purchased by the company are defined. From 
there, move on to Section 4.6, which further defines licensing 
aspects; then on to 5.1 and 5.2, which say that payment is on a 
royalty basis, and in what appendix to find the actual royalty 
percentage. 

Next, Section 7 deals with termination of the contract. 
Neither the company nor the author can terminate unless the 
other party fails to live up to some other section. This contract 
has no provisions for termination without cause—once you’ve 
signed, you're stuck. 

Now Section 3. In this particular contract, you are obligated 
to do everything, including the windows. You must provide 
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full assistance in product modification before and after ac¬ 
ceptance, develop derivatives (if you elect not to do so, it will 
cost you significant bucks), provide full information on any 
modifications and/or derivatives you are planning to do, hold 
the company safe and harmless from a long list of evils, and, 
as if that weren’t enough, you must give them first looks at any 
software you may develop in the future. 

And, finally, a real cutie: Section 6.3, Item IV. This gives the 
company the right to market—or not to market—the package 
in any way it sees fit. This item makes Houdini look like a strip¬ 
ling, escape-wise. We don’t believe it is negotiable (Lord 
knows, we’ve tried every time out), but try, try, try. 

The rest of the contract is fairly standard stuff: 1-dotting and 
T-crossing. Save it for late-night reading when you want to get 
to sleep in a hurry. 







Text of a Typical Contract 

(License & Marketing Agreement) 


This is a Computer Software and Marketing Agreement 
between \Name of company], hereinafter called ' the Company ’ ’ 
and \your name], hereinafter called "the Author.” 

RECITALS OF FACT: 

I. The Company is an organization engaged in the devel¬ 
opment, manufacture, distribution and marketing of micro¬ 
computer software, and desires to obtain the exclusive world¬ 
wide right to market and distribute the software product(s) 
described herein. 

II. The Author is an individual or entity which has devel¬ 
oped or acquired the rights to the microcomputer software 
described herein. The Author desires that the Company have 
the exclusive worldwide right to market and distribute said 
software. 

III. The Company and the Author desire, by entering into 
this Agreement, to establish the basis for a mutually profitable 
association and to specify the terms and conditions thereof. 

IN CONSIDERATION OF THE FOREGOING FACTS, THE 
PARTIES AGREE: 

1. DEFINITIONS. 

The following definitions shall apply throughout this 
Agreement except where specifically modified in a particular 
context: 

1.1. " The Program ” includes the computer programs and 
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modules thereof, described in detail in (appendix number) at¬ 
tached to this agreement, both in source and object code 
form, and shall also include conversions, improvements and 
modifications of the Program (technically called "Deriva¬ 
tives”) as the same may hereafter be made by the Author. 
The Program may consist of one or more modules, all of 
which, taken together, normally constitute the Program as dis¬ 
tributed to the public. A "computer program” is an organized 
set of instructions developed for the purpose of causing a 
computer to accomplish a desired result or outcome by acting 
on data. 

1.2. "The User Documentation” or "Documentation” 
means the user guide or manual which is normally intended to 
accompany the Program in order to assist the user. 

1.3. "The Software Product” or "Product” means the 
Program and the User Documentation in the collective sense, 
regardless of the actual form which either may take, and nor¬ 
mally refers to these two items in the form in which it is 
distributed to the end user. 

1.4. "The Source Code” means the Program when writ¬ 
ten in human understandable form, generally in a higher level 
language such as BASIC, Pascal, C, etc. 

1.5. " "The Object Code’ ’ means the Program after com¬ 
pilation or interpretation, in a form generally understandable 
only to a computer unless disassembled, and then only mean¬ 
ingful to a human being with considerable training and ex¬ 
perience in this field. 

1.6. "To reproduce” means to make copies of the Object 
Code version (if the Program is to be distributed in Source 
Code) of the Program and the end user form of the User 
Documentation for purposes of distribution. Reproduction 
shall include the making of copies of the Program in any form 
currently used in the microcomputer industry, plus any form 
which may be subsequently developed. 

1.7. "To package” means the process of developing 
names, designs, labels, packaging materials and the actual 
process of incorporating the Software Product into a form 
prepared for distribution. 

1.8. "To distribute” means to introduce the Software Pro¬ 
duct into marketing channels aimed at getting the Software 
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Product into the hands of the end user, through sublicensing 
and other forms of distribution, either directly or through the 
efforts of affiliates or sublicensees of the Company. 

1.9. "Sales” means the process of transferring the right to 
use the Software Product for a consideration, although 
because of copyright laws the correct technical term is' licens¬ 
ing.” The terms may be used herein interchangeably for ease 
of reference. 

2. GRANT OF LICENSE AND DISTRIBUTION RIGHTS. 

The Author grants to the Company the exclusive right 

to sublicense, reproduce, package and distribute the Soft¬ 
ware Product on a worldwide basis in accordance with the 
terms and provisions hereof. The Author also grants the Com¬ 
pany the exclusive right to develop Derivatives of the Soft¬ 
ware Product except to the extent same may be developed 
by the Author as permitted herein. 

3. AUTHOR’S OBLIGATIONS. 

3.1. Delivery of the Program and the User Documentation. The 
Author shall deliver the Program in the form of a Source Code 
listing and one (1) copy each of the Source Code and Object 
Code in machine readable form, together with a listing of the 
User Documentation and a machine readable copy of the 
User Documentation. The Program and User Documentation 
shall be prepared according to the standards to be provided 
by the Company. 

3.2. Author Assistance. During the process of review of the 
Software Product by the Company, the Author shall fully co¬ 
operate by explaining, modifying and correcting apparent 
errors or problems and enhancing the Program as suggested 
by the Company to the end that the final Software Product 
will have maximum marketability. The Company and the 
Author shall freely communicate the necessary information to 
permit the Company to carry out its obligation under this 
Agreement, but on a confidential basis. 

3.3. Corrections and Modifications after Acceptence. Since market¬ 
ability can be enhanced by certain modifications, once the 
Program is accepted by the Company for reproduction, pack¬ 
aging and distribution, the Author shall have a continuing obli¬ 
gation to work with the Company and its technical personnel 
for the purpose of quality control, which shall include routine 
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Program maintenance through correction of errors ("bugs”), 
during the period that the Software Product is marketed. The 
Author will also assist the Company by providing technical in¬ 
formation necessary to modify the User Documentation from 
time to time as necessary because of improvements, en¬ 
hancements and supplementations of the Program. 

3.4. Development of Derivatives. Whenever the Author or the 
Company believes that development of a Derivative of the 
original Software Product is necessary or desirable, the 
Author will either perform the necessary services to complete 
the Derivative within a reasonable time after the Company so 
requests, or the Company may do so. Any Derivative created 
by the Company shall be owned solely by the Company; how¬ 
ever, during the term of this Agreement, the Company shall 
pay royalties as provided herein to the Author with respect 
thereto, but the Company may deduct the cost of developing 
such Derivative from any such royalties. 

Whenever the Author elects to make the Derivatives, 
such as a version for a different operating system, the Soft¬ 
ware Product shall be treated as a new Product for purposes 
of Paragraph 3.0 only, and go through the normal acceptance 
procedures described herein. Where the Derivative is created 
by the Company, the Author agrees to assist, in good faith, the 
persons assigned to such project. Whenever the Author has 
elected to make a Derivative, the Company shall have the ex¬ 
clusive right to market and distribute same under the terms of 
this Agreement. 

3.5. Information for Planning. The Author agrees to advise 
the Company in advance of any plans to modify materially or 
enhance the Software Product in order to protect the Com¬ 
pany from overstocking and to enable the Company to advise 
dealers and other parties in the distribution chain of the pend¬ 
ing changes. The Company will, in turn, advise the Author 
from time to time of problems and end user reactions to each 
Software Product so that it may be improved through each 
version, enhancement or Derivative. 

3.6. Author’s Warranties. The Author warrants that the 
Author is the sole author and owner of or has acquired all of 
the rights to the Software Product including all copyright 
rights, and has full and unrestricted authority to enter into this 
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Agreement; that the Software Product is an original work, and 
that the Author has not previously entered into a contract in¬ 
volving this work which would prohibit or affect this Agree¬ 
ment. The Author warrants further that the Software Product 
has not been assigned, transferred or otherwise encum¬ 
bered, and that the Software Product does not infringe any 
copyright, patent or trade secret of a third party. The Author 
further warrants the Software Product has not been pub¬ 
lished, distributed or disclosed in a manner which would 
cause a loss of copyright protection under federal law or loss 
of the Author’s ownership or trade secret in the Software Pro¬ 
duct. The Author will for the full term of the copyright and this 
Agreement, whichever last terminates, defend, indemnify 
and hold the Company harmless against all claims, costs, 
damages and expenses that the Company may sustain or in¬ 
cur by reason of any infringement or other similar violation by 
the Software Product of any copyright, patent, trademark or 
trade secret of a third party. Until such claim, demand or suit 
has been settled or withdrawn, the Company may withhold 
any sums due the Author under this or any other Agreement 
between the Company and the Author. These warranties and 
indemnities will survive the termination or expiration of this 
Agreement. In the event of any claim, demand or suit based 
upon an alleged breach of any of the Author’s warranties 
hereunder, the Company will have the right to defend the 
same through Counsel of the Company ’s choosing, but no set¬ 
tlement will be effected without the Author’s prior written 
consent, which consent the Author will not unreasonably 
withhold. The Author and the Company agree to notify each 
other promptly of any third party claims, and further agree to 
fully cooperate in the defense thereof. 

3.7. Additional Software. The Author may create new soft¬ 
ware in addition to the Software listed in (appendix number). The 
Author will within a reasonable time after its development 
and release offer the Company an opportunity to review this 
software and consider its sale under the terms of this Agree¬ 
ment or other similar agreements. 

4. VARIOUS UNDERTAKINGS. 

4.1. Prior to Acceptance. Upon delivery of the Software Pro¬ 
duct to the Company by the Author, the Company will subject 
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the Software Product to its standard acceptance and evalua¬ 
tion testing procedures, during which the Program will be 
tested for functionality, accuracy and conformity to the Pro¬ 
gram specifications. Within a reasonable time after delivery of 
the Software Product to the Company, the Company will 
either (1) reject the Program entirely, in which case this Agree¬ 
ment shall terminate as to that Program upon redelivery to 
the Author of all the Software Product materials related to 
that Program delivered hereunder; (2) conditionally accept 
the Software Product, by specifying certain modifications, en¬ 
hancements or corrections which are believed to be neces¬ 
sary in the Program and/or User Documentation, which the 
Author shall thereafter be obligated to do within a reasonable 
period of time for the Program to be finally accepted by the 
Company; (3) accept the Software Product with only minor 
corrections or modifications which the Author shall be 
obligated to make within thirty (30) days or the Company shall 
have the right to reject it for noncompliance with distribution 
standards; or (4) accept the Software Product, its potential 
marketability, its good features and its current weaknesses, 
and will provide the Author with a suggested list of improve¬ 
ments or modifications. 

4.2. Subsequent to Acceptance. Once the Software Product is ac¬ 
cepted by the Company, the Company may, in its discretion, 
develop a packaging plan for the Software Product, including 
development of brand-name identities, package design for 
both the magnetic media and the User Documentation, and 
all related steps covering suitable packaging. The Company 
may further develop a marketing plan for the Software Pro¬ 
duct, by identification of the likely markets, distribution chan¬ 
nels and pricing structures, both for individual copies and 
wholesale prices. The Company shall have the final determi¬ 
nation of the packaging and marketing strategies to be fol¬ 
lowed. 

4.3. Trademarks. Where the brand name selected by the 
Company for the Product is different than that otherwise used 
by the Author, which the Company has the right to do, the 
trademark and trademark registration, if any, utilized by the 
Company shall belong to the Company and the Product shall 
be marketed by the Company under that name. The Com- 
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pany, at its election, may market the Product under the 
Author’s existing trademark or trade name for the Product in 
which event the Author shall indemnify and hold harmless the 
Company against any trademark or trade name infringement 
claims. 

4.4. Reproduction. The Company shall have the right to 
cause the Software Product to be reproduced in any form 
and on any media deemed suitable by the Company for 
distribution. The Company shall not be obligated to distribute 
the Software Product in all formats, or for all microprocessor 
systems, but shall select those which, in its best judgment, are 
deemed most suitable for distribution. All cost of reproduc¬ 
tion of the Software Product shall be borne by the Company, 
and the Company shall have maximum discretion in selecting 
the parties or the circumstances under which the Software 
Product is reproduced for distribution. 

4.5. Coding and Piracy Protection. The Author and the Com¬ 
pany recognize that currently the piracy problem in the mi¬ 
crocomputer industry is substantial, and that no foolproof 
method currently exists of protecting software from illegal 
copying. The Author agrees to provide the Company with any 
information available to the Author which would assist in pro¬ 
tecting the Software Product, and the Company agrees to use 
those methods which in its sole discretion and best judgment 
it deems appropriate for the Software Product, taking into 
consideration the market, the Software Product price and the 
likelihood of illegal copying. Both parties agree to notify each 
other of any instances of illegal copying which come to the at¬ 
tention of each other and to assist in prosecuting any infring¬ 
ers. Where appropriate, the Company will use a serialization 
process for protecting the Software Product, or copy protec¬ 
tion schemes, coding or other devices which may be available 
either directly through the Company or from third parties, at 
reasonable cost taking into consideration the selling price of 
the Software Product. 

4.6. Licensing and Distribution. The Company shall in its sole 
discretion develop and utilize the distribution system avail¬ 
able to it, either through direct sales, franchising, sublicensing 
through distributors or affiliates, sales to computer stores or 
other methods which it in good faith believes are suitable for 
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distribution of the Software Product. Any such distribution 
shall, however, utilize some form of licensing or sublicensing of 
the Product, based upon then prevalent industry standards 
for licensing. 

4.7. Warranties and Customer Service. The Company agrees 
that in the distribution process all licensing agreements shall 
limit warranties on the Software Product in accordance with 
general microcomputer industry software standards at the 
time, and that at a minimum it, and it alone, shall be responsi¬ 
ble for replacement of defective magnetic media to the end 
user. Any replacement copies made in accordance with this 
provision shall not be subject to additional royalties. 

4.8. Customer Support. The Company agrees to maintain a 
customer support service which will provide assistance and 
training to distributors and dealers aimed at increasing under¬ 
standing by persons in the distribution network of the fea¬ 
tures and benefits of the Software Product. All first-level sup¬ 
port shall be borne by the Company at its own expense, but 
the Author agrees to assist the Company promptly in any cus¬ 
tomer support problems which cannot be resolved at the first 
level due to their complexity or unusual nature. During the 
term of this Agreement, upon notification by the Company of 
errors in the Program, the Author shall correct such errors 
forthwith and furnish such corrections to the Company as part 
of the Author’s obligations hereunder. 

4.9. Copyright. 

I. If the Software Product has not been registered 
previously in the United States Copyright Office, the Author 
hereby authorizes the Company to act as the Author’s agent 
to so register the Software Product, or any portion thereof, as 
deemed appropriate by the Company, in the name of the 
Author. The Author shall also perform all acts necessary to en¬ 
able the Company to maintain and/or register such copyright, 
including, but not limited to, the execution of any necessary 
instruments and documents therefor. 

II. The Author shall enforce its rights against infringers of 
the Author’s copyright to the extent reasonable under the cir¬ 
cumstances whenever the Author discovers an infringement 
or upon written notification by the Company of an infringe¬ 
ment by another. 
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III. The Company shall have the right of copyright with re¬ 
spect to any Derivatives developed by the Company. 

IV. Neither the Author nor the Company shall make any 
publication or distribution of any Software Product in a man¬ 
ner which would jeopardize or preclude protection under the 
United States federal copyright laws. 

V. Any distribution of copies of the Software Product by 
the Company shall contain an appropriate copyright notice in 
the name of the Company, which adequately protects the 
Author’s copyright. 

5. ROYALTY. 

5.1. Royalty Base. The Company intends to distribute the 
Software Product through various bona fide distribution 
channels, including wholesale sales to distributors, dealers, 
manufacturers and other persons. The Company may also es¬ 
tablish affiliated distribution outlets in the form of software 
stores, franchises, computer dealerships or otherwise, to 
whom the Products will be sold. The Company may also distri¬ 
bute the Product at retail, collecting retail prices. The Author's 
royalties shall, in every case, be based upon a percentage of 
sales reported by the Company from the various distribution 
levels for copies of the Program. This royalty will apply to the 
sale or license of the Software Product or any derivative work 
thereof, whether made directly by the Company or through 
sublicensees. 

5.2. Actual Percentages. The Company agrees to pay 
royalties to the Author, in the manner set forth in (appendix 
number), which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
this reference. 

5.3. Reports. In all cases, a detailed report shall be provid¬ 
ed to the Author showing the basis of the computation of the 
royalty. The Author shall have the right to have an indepen¬ 
dent certified public accountant review those portions of the 
Company’s financial records relating to licensing of the Soft¬ 
ware Product, during normal business hours not more than 
once each twelve (12) calendar months, and if the audit shows 
any error, either way, appropriate adjustments shall be 
promptly made by either additional payments to the Author, 
or deductions by the Company from payments otherwise due 
to the Author on the next payments otherwise due. In making 
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the foregoing computations, the Company shall be entitled to 
report only the net sales, after deducting returns and other 
credits appropriately given against money previously re¬ 
ceived. 

5.4. Right to Withhold and Offset. Should the Author fail, after 
a reasonable period of time, to perform any of the Author’s 
continuing duties hereunder, the Company shall have the 
right to withhold accrued royalties otherwise payable under 
Paragraph 5.0 until such duties have been accomplished. 
After written notice of intent to do so, and the passage of thir¬ 
ty (30) days without fulfillment of the Author’s duties, the 
Company shall have the right to have the work done by other 
qualified personnel and offset the cost of so doing against roy¬ 
alties otherwise due the Author. The Company shall fully ac¬ 
count to the Author, however, for all such costs. 

6. GENERAL OBLIGATIONS AND PROVISIONS. 

6.1 Confidential Information. The Author and the Company 
acknowledge that in the course of dealings between the par¬ 
ties each will acquire information about the other of a highly 
confidential and proprietary nature. Each party shall hold 
such information in strict confidence and not reveal the same 
except as is required to comply with court orders, or until the 
same becomes public through no fault of the party revealing 
the information. Such obligation of confidentiality shall con¬ 
tinue for a period of five (5) years after termination of this 
Agreement. 

6.2. Transferability. The Author shall have the right to 
transfer the benefits of this Agreement, subject to the Com¬ 
pany’s right of offset, after six (6) months of receipt of first 
royalties upon written notice to the Company, but may not 
substitute another party obligated to perform under the 
terms of this Agreement without the prior written consent of 
the Company. Recognizing that the Company will perform its 
services and obligations hereunder to the Author both direct¬ 
ly and through other entities, the Company shall have the 
authority to assign all or any portion of the benefits or 
delegate its obligations hereunder to third parties. 

6.3. Miscellaneous Provisions. 

I. Waiver: Amendment. No waiver, amendment or modifica¬ 
tion of any provision of this Agreement shall be effective 
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unless in writing and signed by the party against whom such 
waiver, amendment or modification is sought to be enforced. 
No failure or delay by either party in exercising any right, 
power or remedy under this Agreement, except as specifi¬ 
cally provided herein, shall operate as a waiver of any such 
right, power or remedy. 

II. Successors and Assigns. This Agreement shall be binding 
upon and inure to the benefit of the heirs, successors and 
assigns of the parties hereto. 

HI Governing Law. The validity, construction and perform¬ 
ance of this agreement shall be governed by ( name of State or 
Commonwealth) substantive law except for copyright and trade¬ 
mark matters, which shall be governed by federal law. 

IV. Marketing Flexibilities. The Company shall have full free¬ 
dom and flexibility in its marketing effort for the Software Pro¬ 
duct, including, without limitation, the freedom to market or 
discontinue marketing and to decide its methods of market¬ 
ing, conditions and pricing. The Company makes no guaran¬ 
tee or commitment as to the success of such marketing effort, 
and the Author agrees that the Company has no obligation to 
the Author whatsoever other than specifically provided in this 
Agreement. 

V. Independent Development. Nothing contained in this Agree¬ 
ment shall prevent the Company or its affiliates from inde¬ 
pendently developing or licensing on behalf of other licensors 
or marketing and distributing any software packages which 
are competitive with or perform functions similar to the func¬ 
tions performed by the Software Product. 

VI. Paragraph Headings. Paragraph headings in this Agree¬ 
ment are for reference purposes only and in no way describe, 
define, interpret or limit the scope, intent or extent of this 
Agreement or any provision hereof. 

VII. Notices. All notices, demands or consents required or 
permitted under this Agreement shall be in writing and shall 
be deemed given when delivered personally or three (3) days 
after deposit in the United States Mail, postage prepaid, first 
class, certified or registered, to the party entitled to the notice 
at its address set forth hereunder or at such other address as 
shall be given by either party to the other in writing. 

VIII. Disclosure of Agreement. Each party shall use its best ef- 
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forts not to disclose to any third party without the prior writ¬ 
ten consent of the other, the terms of this Agreement except 
as required by law or by governmental regulations, require¬ 
ments or orders, or as may be necessary to establish or assert 
its rights hereunder. 

IX. Company Trademarks. The Author shall have no right to 
use the Company ’s trademarks, or trade names, or to refer to 
the Company or its affiliates in connection with any of the 
Author’s products, promotion or publication without the prior 
written approval of the Company. 

X. Company Customers. Nothing in this Agreement shall re¬ 
quire the Company to identify its customers to the Author. 
The Company may, at its option, identify the Software Pro¬ 
duct as having been developed by the Author and may use 
the Author ’s name in its advertising and marketing of the Soft¬ 
ware Product. 

XI. Severability. If any provision of this Agreement shall be 
held by a court of competent jurisdiction to be contrary to law, 
the remaining provisions of this Agreement shall remain in full 
force and effect. 

XII. Entire Agreement. This Agreement and the exhibits 
hereto constitute the entire agreement between the parties 
concerning the subject matter hereof, superseding all prior 
negotiations and discussions. 

XIII. Gender and Number. The terms and words used in this 
Agreement shall relate to the appropriate gender of a party 
and to the appropriate number of parties as necessary by 
context. 

XIV. Remedies. The remedies hereunder shall be 
cumulative and not alternative; the election of one remedy for 
a breach of this Agreement, or any part thereof, shall not 
preclude pursuit of other remedies. 

XV. Agency. Nothing contained herein shall constitute a 
partnership nor make either party the agent or represen¬ 
tative of the other. Neither party has authority to bind the 
other or incur any liabilities on behalf of the other, nor to 
direct the employees of the other. 

XVI. Time. Time is of the essence of this Agreement and 
time shall be counted in accordance with the normal practices 
relating to legal documents under the laws of ( name of State 
or Commonwealth). 
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7. TERMINATION. 

7.1 Termination by the Company. The Company shall have the 
right to terminate this Agreement if the Author defaults on 
any of its material obligations under this Agreement, unless 
within thirty (30) days after written notice of such default, the 
Author remedies the default. 

7.2 Termination by the Author. The Author shall have the right 
to terminate this Agreement if the Company: 

I. Fails to pay in full when due any amounts for which it is 
obligated hereunder, unless within fifteen (15) days after writ¬ 
ten notice of such default the Company makes such payment. 

II. Breaches this Agreement in another respect, unless 
within thirty (30) days after written notice of such default the 
Company remedies the default. 

7.3 Consequences of Termination. Upon termination of this 
Agreement, the Company and all its agents, distributors and 
dealers shall discontinue using, marketing and distributing the 
Software Product; provided, however, that inventories of the 
Software Product may continue to be marketed and distrib¬ 
uted with royalty payments payable to the Author therefor, 
and provided further that any user who previously acquired 
the right to use the Software Product under the terms of a 
sublicense hereunder granted, shall have the continuing right 
to use the Software Product. 

Neither termination of this Agreement or waiver of any 
right to terminate shall impair or limit any additional rights or 
remedies that either the Company or the Author may have in 
law or in equity.
